The Public Service Commission (Commission) is in the process of completing
an analytical review of your utility"s 1999 annual report. The purposes of
an analytical review are to detect possible reporting or accounting related
errors and to identify significant fluctuations from established trends in
reported data not sufficiently explained in the annual report. It is our
hope that our review will supply information that will enable us to better
provide guidance to your utility regarding proper utility accounting and the
preparation of future annual reports. In order to complete this review, we
request the following information:

1. As directed in the head notes of the Water Operation & Maintenance
Expenses schedule on page W-5, please provide explanations for any expense
accounts which changed by over $2,000 and 30% when compared to the previous
year and follow this procedure in the future.

2. In a response to the 1998 annual report analytical review letter, your
consultant indicated that the 2.00 percent composite depreciation rate,
which has been authorized, would be used by your utility. Please indicate
why 1.69 percent composite rate was used in 1999, as reported in the
accumulated depreciation schedule on page F-7, line 22.

3. Wisconsin Administrative Code 8 PSC 185.76 requires periodic testing of
customer meters to ensure their accuracy. Meters 1 inch or smaller shall be
tested at least every 10 years, meters 1% to 2 inches every 4 years, meters
3-4 inches every 2 years, and meters over 4 inches every year. Your water
meters have not been tested at the appropriate frequency for several years.
Please submit a plan within 60 days describing your efforts to bring your
utility in compliance with the Wisconsin Administrative Code or reasons why
your testing periods should be extended. If you have questions in regard to
this matter, please contact Bruce Schmidt of our staff at (608) 266-5726.

4. During our review, we noted that in both the 1999 and 1998 annual
reports, it is indicated on lines 16 and 17 of the Source Of Supply, Pumping
And Purchased Water Statistics schedule on page W-10 that more water is solc
than pumped into the distribution system. Please explain this discrepancy.
Also, when was the meter measuring the water purchased from the Madisor
